Jewish 
terror trial

The trial of the 27 Jews charged in 
the case of the alleged Jewish terror 
underground will reportedly begin 
on June 17, before a three-judge 
panel in the Jerusalem District 
Court. 

There were indications last night 
that the lawyers representing the 27 
have not yet determined a common 
defence strategy and are divided on 
how to present the case. 

Ie was not clear last night how the 
defendents will plead when the trial 
opens. The June 17 date was given in 
an Israel Television report last night. 

At least one lawyer. representing 
more than half a dozen defendants, 
has clearly expressed interast in ὰ 


-“pofitical trial." Another lawyer. 


Shlomo Toussia-Cohen, taken on by 
the families of some of the defen- 
dants, prefers a normal criminal 
trial. 

Legal sources close to the cuse last 
night told The Jerusalem Post that 
they expect the defence to request a 
postponement of the he ‘aringsso that 
the attomeys representing the de- 
fendants can have time “to study the 
hundreds of pages of evidence™ cal- 
lected by the prosecution. 

The conrt is to decide on Thursday 
whether their numes can be pub- 
lished. If the defendants are indeed 
ordered into custody for the duru- 
tion, the police are expected to 
transfer them to the Prisons Service 
from the Jerusalem Police lock-up in 
the Russian Compound. 

Legal sources last night said that 
“it is not impossible” for the three 
judges, in consultation with the dis- 
trict court administration, to ignore 
the summer recess in order to pro- 
ceed with the trial. 

The sources said that even with a

Police count on Burg for wage hike

The senior staff of the national 
police are expecting Interior Minis-

Olympic chief to make More die in Indian clashes 
last plea to Chernenko 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland (Reu- 
ter). — Olympic chief Juan Antonio 
Samaranch said yesterday he would 
take a letter for Soviet leader Kon- 
stantin Chernenko with him to Mos- 
cow tomorrow in ἃ final effort to 
avert the Soviet-led Los Angeles 
Games boycott. 

Samaranch, president of the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee 
(IOC), speaking to reporters, de- 
clined to disclose the contents of the 
letter, which be said bad not yet been 
completed. 

Earlier, IOC Director Monique 
Berlioux told a news conference on 
the first day of a three-day IOC 
executive board meeting it would 
contain “everything you can put ina 
letter to convince someone”. 


Berlioux would not confirm that: 


the letter would contain new propos- 
als to allay Moscow's fears for the 
safety of Soviet athletes at the July 


games. 

Asked if Samaranch had been in 
touch with the U.S. State Depart- 
ment since visiting Washington three 
weeks ago, Berlioux said the IOC's 
only contacts had been with the Los 
Angeles Olympic organizing com- 
mittee, whose president, Peter 
Ueberroth, had maintained very 
close contact with the State Depart- 
ment. 

On whether the boycott by 11 
Communist states might be averted, 


Berlioux said she was not aware of 
any new offer which might persuade 
the Soviet Union to reconsider. 

Samaranch will meet Soviet gov- 
ernment officials during his 24-hour 
Stay. But Berlioux said he would 

“maybe, but not necessarily” meet 
Chemenko. 

Samaranch requested the talks 
through the head of the Soviet 
National Olympic committee, Marat 
Gramov. 

Berlioux said the IOC executive 
board yesterday discussed the Mos- 
cow visit by Samaranch, who will be 
accompanied by Berlioux, the presi- 
dent of the Association of Summer 
Sports Federations. Primo Nebiolo, 
and the president of the Association 
of National Olympic committees, 
Mario Vasquez Rana.

South African PM set for 
beginning of European tour 


LISBON (Reuter). — South African 
Prime Minister P.W. Botha begins a 
controversial European tour in Por- 
tugal today, invited here by Socialist 
Prime Minister Mario Soares for a 
visit that opposition Communists 
and the trade union movement have 
condemned as lending respectability 
to apartheid. 

The Communist party and the 
unions have planned protest demon- 
strations when Botha, leader of the 
minority White government in the 
predominantly Biack African state, 
arrives for a two-day visit. 

Political sources said the visit has 
also caused some strain in the Portu- 
guese government coalition of 
Socialists and Social Democrats, 
with several cabinet members 
opposing the invitation. 

Soares said Botha’s visit was justi- 
fied because of the 600,000-strong 
Portuguese community living in 
South Africa, the sources added. 

In London, the British govern- 


ment Sunday defended this week's 
visit to Britain by Botha, saying it 
offered “an enormous opportuni 
for progress on a variety of issues.in 
southern Africa. 

Anti-apartheid demonstrators 
were in the second day of a seven- 
day vigil outside the South African 
Embassy and have planned a big 
demonstration when Botha arrives 
here Saturday for talks with Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher. 

“What we would emphasize is that 


here is an enormous opportunity to 


see progress in southern Africa on 


international issues and domestic’ 


questions inside South Africa itself,” 
said Foreign Office Undersecretary 
Malcolm Rifkind. 


He said in an Independent Televi- 


sion interview that Thatcher would 
urge South Africa to drop its link 
between progress on independence 
for South West Africa, or Namibia, 
and the withdrawal of Cuban troops 
from Angola.

Plea to a soldier

ONE OF the strengths of the Isrucl 
Defence Forces, if not their secret 
weapon, is the reserves. All of us 
serve in them though most of the 
time we “only stand and wait." Well. 
there's one man who's been waiting 
far too fong. In fact, he has been 
reported missing, and no one seems 
tocare, 

The secret of the reserves’ effec- 
tiveness ts their quick mobilization in 
the hour of need. Indeed, the army 
goes to great lengths to keep its 
call-up machinery well-oiled. From 
time to time we have call-up exer- 
cises. More regularly, the army car- 
fies out “address patrols.” A few 
men from each unit go round to the 
registered address of each in the unit 
to verify it is indeed where he actual- 
dy lives, so that when the time comes, 
the IDF will find him. 

For the past four or five years one 
unit regularly sends ἃ man round to 
my house to verify the address of a 
certain reserve soldier. In order not 
to reveal any military secrets, we 
shall call him Yitzhak Avrahami.

doesn’t live in my house. It so hap- 
pens that 1 occupy one half of a 
semi-detached residence and have 
lived there from the moment it was 
buist 20 vears ago.

Grossbard appeared before the 
body to answer questions about "se- 
rious irregularities” the State Com- 
ptroller discovered in Grossbard’s 
experise accounting. 
According to the comptroller. 
« Grossbard in 1982 spent -- and asked 
repayment for - 1S717.00). a sum 
which today amounts to millions of 
shekels. The expenditures included 
Grossbard’s rental of an automobile 
despite the fact that he has been 


receiving payment for 20.000 
kilometres annually in connection 
with the use of his own car. 

Other expenses Grossbard 
charged τὸ his expense account were 
airline flights (most of them abroad). 
hotel accommodations, meals, en- 
tertaining and telephone service. 
Grossbard had yet to produce re- 
ceipts for IS109.000 warth of ex- 
penditures at the time the State 
Comptroller issued his report. 

Grossbard had used twa credit 
eards - Visa and Diners Club - 
through which he churged expenses 
to the Airports Authority’s bank 
accounts, 

From the time he was appuinted 
chairman, at the end of 1981. till 
March 1983 - the comptroller found 


Relief for shipping industry

HAIFA. - Transport Minister Haim 
Corfu yesterday promised the ship- 
ping community that the pay-roll tax 
would soon be abolished for their 

industry. 

The shipping companies, drowned 
in red ink because of the continuing 
slump in their industry, have been 
pressing for the abolition of the tax 
to ease their difficulties. 


Corfu was addressing the opening 
session of an international sympo- 
sium on New Challenges for Ship- 
ping and Ports. at Haifa University. 
He announced that he had asked for 
an expert review of the possibility of 
unloading coal in Haifa port too. 


Haifa Jost out to Hadera on this 
contriuct seven years ago when au- 
thorities howed to local pressure 
against possible air pollution during 
the election campaign. 

The minister called on the ship- 
ping companies to carve out for 
themselves a larger share of Israel's 
overseas trade. At present only 34 
per cent of this trade is carried in 
Israeli bottoms. 

He also said that the country could 
not much fonger afford to have ex- 
pensive madern ports equipment 
stand idle for much of the time, 
because the ports worked only two 
shifts. Round-the-clock operation, 
which is routine in modern ports 
abroad, would have to be intro- 
duced. he said.

- Grossbard failed to report his 
spending. and did not produce re- 
ceipts. Only when the authority's 
accountant began preparing his 
financial report for March 31. L983. 
did Grossbard come forward and 
furnish a declaration of his job- 
related spending. 

Despite the absence of receipts 
and the unspecific descriptions of the 
outlays. the Airports Authority 
accepted Grossbard’s declarations. 
However, in March [083 the two 
credit cards were cancelled. at the 
request of the authority's director- 
general. 

Grossbard told the committee that 
since the State Compuoller issued 
his report. more receipts have been 
produced so that now onty 1518.{ῈᾺ] 
of spending is not backed up by 
official receipts. 


As for hiring a car when he was 
receiving compensation for use of 
his own automobile, Grossbard said 
that the rented car was used “only 
for certain types of journeys.” He 


_also reminded the committee that he 


does not receive a salary from the 
state but only a paid expense 
account. He promised that in the 
future he will pay for all his expenses 
out of his own pocket and will ask for 
repayment only with official re-- 
ceipts, 

Committee chairman Avraham 
Katz-Oz said that he will ask Trans- 
port Minister Haim Corfu to recon- 
sider Grossbard’s appointment as 
Airports Authority chairman.

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The Zorea report 


THE FINDINGS. released yesterday, of the Zorea Commis- 
sion, appointed to investigate how two of the four terrorists 
who were not shot in the Ashkefon bus incident last month were 
killed, answer many, if not all, the questions of public concern. 

The commission report makes it plain that the two were 
killed after being captured. And it states unequivocally that 
there were no orders that could remotely have been construed 
to justify such action. 

Those responsible will now be subject to legal action. and it 
must be assumed that just as the commission did not flinch from 
the ugly nature of its fi ndings, so the legal proceedings will be 
equally forthright. 

Defence Minister Arens who assumed the responsibility. 
- from the start. to get at the truth of what happened deserves 
public praise. It should be self evident that such actions, defying 
defence establishment norms and law, should be rooted out 
promptly whenever they occur. In the heat of dastardly 
terrorist events. like the hijacking of a bus, it is always possible 
for excesses to oecur. And there is then always a temptation. 
especially in the atmosphere of Israel today. to dismiss their 
severity. 

‘Mr. Arens was not trapped by the temptation. There is some 
evidence to assume that he was misled in the beginning by the 
official internal reports that came to him. But when the counter 
evidence was clear, Mr. Arens started the process of inquiry. 
which then led to the Zorea Commission. If there was an initial 
stage of false reporting within the security channels, that 
presumably will also be.an element in the legal proceedings to 
be held. 

1n addition to these proceedings, what is important is that the 
defence establishment institute the appropriate procedures to 
assure that the breaches of discipline that occurred in this case 
will not be able to occur again. 


Parts for sale 


ALTHOUGH there is hardly a party in Israel that is wholly 
immune to the affliction, Byzantine politics appears to have 
become the special hallmark of the country's religious parties. 
This is being cruelly illustrated in the making of lists for the 
coming Knesset election: alliances are made strictly for con- 
venience and are shot through with bitter factional strife, with 
plots and threats and exercises in brinkmanship. 

Because they occupy a strategic area between the Likud and 
the Labour Alignment, the National Religious Party and 
Agudat Yisrael have been able to parlay their limited popular 
strength into a measure of real power. But their continuing vital 
role in providing support for the government of the day has not 
saved them from internal disaffection and disintegration. 

The NRP. having lost much of its original raison d'etre as a 
religious Zionist party. has seen a considerable portion of its 
electorate drift over to the Likud, Tami and Tehiya. Yet rather 
than trigger a debate over values and ideas this has intensified 
the party contest over places and privileges, seats and funds. 
The effort of the Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi, Avraham Shapiro, 
undertaken in violation of his legal mandate, to prevent the 
party from breaking up completely and to bring back party 
defectors has been, at best, a very partial success. 

Yesterday, indeed, the effort seemed for a while to be 
doomed. as the party was set to split into its two main factions, 
Dr. Burg’s Lamifne and Zevulun Hammer's Young Guard. An 
official report to that effect was made to the Knesset. 

This was not necessarily the last word on the subject. That 
record-holder for ministerial longevity, Dr. Burg, is well aware 
that his banishment from the public arena is the consummation 
most devoutly wished by his one-time party colleague, now 
head of Tami, Aharon Abuhatzeira. If Lamifne were to run a 
separate slate, that wish might easily be granted. Dr. Burg was, 
therefore. arguing for surrender to the Young Guard demands 
about the makeup of the party's list. 

The interior minister's problem has been putting down a 
revolt within his own faction. This might yet be overcome. The 
logic of party unity is obvious enough. But even if it is 
recognized, the scars from the current brawl might not easily 
heal. Certainly the alignment of the straying Matzad’s Haim 
Druckman and Hanan Porat, with Poalei Agudat Yisrael in 
something called Morasha -- on the basis of a bid for the 
extension of [sraeli sovereignty “to all parts of Eretz Yisrael 
(now) in our hands;*- could not be barred at this late date. 

If the NRP is in a bind. so is Agudat Yisrael, even if, or 
precisely because. unlike the NRP, it is positively suffering 
from an embarrassment of riches. The Ashkenazi-ruled Aguda 
is facing a Sephardi rebellion. rather on the model of Tami's 

: challenge to the NRP. And its own two factions were yesterday 
on the verge of a parting of the ways, and so informed the 
Knesset. 

If all these splits occur, constructing and ruling another 
coalition government with them after the elections — if that is 
necessary — will become painful and costly indeed.

A FEARSOME 


PROSPECT 


By YOSEF GOELL 


THE FIRST STAGE of a typically 
overlong election campaign will end 
this Thursday with the deadline for 
the official registration of the lists of 
candidates who will compete in the 
July 23 elections. 

With the crossing of this deadline 
and with this week's decision by the 
Central Elections Committee on the 
distribution of television and radio 
time for the patties" propaganda. the 
campaign itself will shift into high 
gear. 

The next seven weeks. if one is to 
go by past performance, will revolve 
mainly around the salient issues 
which the politicians believe will 
have the greatest effect on swaying 
the as-yet undecided voters: the war 
in Lebanon, the state of the eco- 
nomy, and the broader but vaguer 
issue of the voters’ fears and hopes 
concerning Israel's stance towards 
the continuing conflict with the 
Arabs. 

Less attention will be given to the 
crude question of who. in the very 
personal sense of that term, will get 
what in the next government. The 
politicians believe that the answer to 
this question should be provided by 
the parties themselves and their con- 
stituent factions and cliques rather 
than by the voters. 

Can there be any doubt, however, 
that the identity of the men in a few 
top positions by far overshadowed 
the formal ideologies and policy 
positions of the parties which consti- 
tuted the outgoing government, in 
their implications for Israel and for 
Israelis as individuals? 

Lebanon was not only the Likud’s 
war; it was the personal war of Ariel 
Sharon, maneuvering behind a 
psychically depressed, non- 
functioning Menachem Begin, who 
despite his four-decades background 
as an underground leader of the 
irgun, and membership in the Knes- 
set Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee never evinced an under- 
standing of the implications of intri- 
cate military steps. 

Similarly, the Likud government 
as a whole cannot escape responsi- 


THE IDEOLOGICAL soil that 
nourished the rank weeds of vio- 
lence and fanaticism revealed in the 
recent arrests of suspected Jewish 
terrorists has been much analysed. 
Little attention has been paid. 
however, to one important ingre- 
dient in the complex mixture that 
fertilized that soil and stimulated the 
growth of these poisonous plants. 

This is the ideology of the pre- 
state terrorist organizations, which 
justified a minority taking up arms in 
defiance of the duly -constituted 
national authorities and, especially 
during the period before World War 
Il, carried out violent reprisals 
against the ordinary Arab popula- 
tion. 

The arguments used by the ac- 
cused and their supporters are stri- 
kingly similar to those employed by 
the irgun Zvai Leumi and Lohamei 
Herut Yisrael. Then it was the Jew- 
ish Agency and the Hagana. its offi- 


- cial defence organization. that were 


accused of failing to hit back at the 
Arabs; today. ironically. the same 
charges are made against the survi- 
vors and successors of the [ZL and 
Lehi.

Yitzhak 
Navon can have it if he wants it in the 
event of the Alignment forming the 
government as a reward for not 
contesting the leadership of the par- 
ty. ‘And ivall likelihood” Pavid Levy 
will have the post in the event of a 
Likud victory. 

But ever since David Ben-Gurion 


fsrael's moves in the conflict with the 
Arabs, the Foreign Ministry has 
been a vastly overrated position. 

So it would be fair to argue 
really makes little difference 
whether Navon or Eban holds that 
position, or whether the choice is 
between Levy and Yitzhak Moda’i. 


THE TRULY crucial decisions, 
however, will be those concerning 
the identity of Israel's next finance 
and defence ministers. 
What can already be said in 
to the first of these positions is thatin 
the event of a Likud victory, the 
likelihood of either Yoram Aridor or 
of Yitzhak Moda'i being finance 
minister is much greater than that of 
the incumbent, Yigal Cohen-Orgad.

his own party. It should be recalled 
that he was only the second choice of 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir (af- 
ter David Levy had fled from the 
offer of the Treasury as.if from fire). 

In the present descent into an 
election-time economy, exemplified 
by this week's decision to raise the 
basic pay of members of the regular 
army, Cohen-Orgad has either gone 
along unhappily with the demands of 
his more politically assertive col- 
leagues like Levy με Aridor, or has 
opposed them and lost. In either

A Likud victory would, by defini- 
tion, mean a Liberal Knesset faction 
Of at least 15 MKs. And a Moda’i 
firmly ensconced in the leadership of 
that party can be expected to de- 
‘mand a major position, like finance 
or the foreign ministry, instead of 
the relatively minor energy post he 
now holds. And a scared and dis- 
affected Libera] contingent can be 
expected to back him to the hilt in 
such a demand, particularly in view 
of the major patronage plums that 
would be dangled before the Liberal 
activists in the Treasury-controlled 
economic sector or in the foreign 
Service. 


WHEREAS THE choice between . 
Aridor, Moda'i and Cohen-Orgad . 


for the Treasury would be a matter 


of polar differences in approach and 
in policy in extricating the economy 
from its present morass, the indeci- 
sion in the Alignment is mainly a 
personal one, with few visible policy 
implications.
